The museum staff would set up 
this free standing exhibit so approval from Security would 
be needed.

1. Mr. Johnson met with the Office of Security officer 
responsible for the installation of the closed circuit 
cameras in and around the Headquarters Building to express 
regret over the failure to coordinate with the FAC on the 
installations. The reason such obtrusive cameras have been 
installed is that OGC had ruled that, to protect individual 
privacy, concealed cameras would require adjacent display of 
prominent signs pointing to the location of the equipment. 


m. Mr. Johnson mentioned the excellent Alma Thomas 
exhibit at the NMAA and how disappointing it is that we were 
not able to get it for display here. 
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3. New Business: 


a. Mr. Johnson suggested that committee reports be made 
part of the Agenda for each FAC meeting, although it is not 
expected that every committee would have something to report 
each month. The Agenda for each month's meeting is usually 
prepared on the first Monday of the month; if a committee 
has an item for the Agenda it should be reported to 
Mr. Johnson by mid-day or COB of the first Monday of the 
month. 


b. GSA has received a suggestion to save on energy and 
labor by replacing all the lights in the cafeterias with 
mercury vapor lights. If the suggestion is approved, the 
lights will be replaced immediately. Several comments were 
made that these lights may have the effect of changing the 
color of faces and food. Eee 5 suppose to be looking STAT 
into this for the Cafeteria Committee. The FAC will support 
the Committee as needed if this suggestion proves to be 
undesirable.
